1. At the erd of July 1941, some 10,000 Palestinian Jews were
serving in various units of the British army: the R, A, F., Royal
Sngtreers, Traasport Ploneers, Infantry, Navy Auxiliaries and Antd-Alr-
craft Defenss, They participated in all campaigns in the ldiddle East,
ityssiata, Szypt, Lydda, OGreace, Crete, Syris, There are at least another
30,000 to 40,000 young Palestinian Jews who are eager to fight as Jews, by
the «ide of England,

2, Walle Jawish voliunteers are placei in Jewish units, with the
exception of these serving with the R, 4, F., the Jewlsh units are denied
thelr Jewish zame, .l the Jewdsh flag, Their existence is officlslly ig-
nored, Never were their services mentloned in an officisl dispatch, thelr
identity being hidden under the name of "Palestintans®,

3. The different Jewish units are all disjointed, The Jewlsh in-
fantry compsnies, for instance:, are not attached to any division, brigade
sr dsitellon, They can, therefore, not have proper military training and
shely m'siary usefulness is greatly impaired,

4, Jewish voluntesrs serving in the R, A. F, - thelr number is
1500 - are confined to ground-work, slthough many of them have the necessary
tectnical qualifications,

5. A poaxdble Nasi invasion of Palestine 1s a nuch graver menace t
the Jexish comsunity thevw than to the population of any other invaded ocouatry,
for otvious reasons, and Falestinian Jewry are entitled to defend their country
to the meximum of their atdlity and to partiocipate in the defense of ‘the
Sritish positions in the Uiddle Zast, of course under British command, but
under their own nane, the Jewish flag, as an ally of England, enj)oying the
saoe status as cthar allies - the Poles, Ozechs, Free French, ete,

b, QUTSIDE IALESTINE
